Quarantine 37 brought us a shortage of Daffodils and Tulips 
years ago.Now we have a considerable number of both growing 
in this country.But witn all we have,there cannot be enough 
Bevedther to go around.We shall be forced to look elsewhere 
for early spring flowers.And what better for our needs than 
some of our native American bulbs,many of them little known. 

Massed beds of TRILLIUM GRANDIFLORUM, the Snow Trillium 
of our northern woods,caanot be equalled.The clear white of 
their flowers,above the dark green foliage;the gradual fading 
to rose;their ease of culture;-truly,if these were natives of 
some foreign land,instead of New England,we would import them 
in numbers.Try them in quantity,this year,either bedded in 
solid qeesese porns with an edging of purple Viola Jersey 
Gem--,or as an edging for beds of MERTENSIA VIRGINICA, the 
Virginia Cowslip,which is the other choicest gem of our 
native spring flowering group.Few know the quantities of this 
plant,and of the Snow Trillium that have been sent to other 
lands in years past.They have been appreciated there. 


TRILLIUM GRANDIFLORUM. Strong.first size roots.ready in July. 
Three for $5¢;10 for $1.00;25 or more at 8¢;$50.00 per 1000. 


MERTENSIA VIRGINICA. Strong,first size,nursery grown roots, 
ready in July,and until September.

ANEMONELLA THALICTROIDES. Rue Anemone. One of our choicest 
small woodland plants,the nine inch stems rising to a cluster 
of leaves,from which peep the white flowers.It will grow in 
any cool fairly moist soil,or in partial shade. 15¢ each. 


ARISAEMA DRACONTIUM. The Green Dragon. This odd Jack in the 
Pulpit,has a six inch long spathe,pale green.It is different 
and a fine novelty for a shady place. e5¢ each. 

ARISAEMA TRIPHYLLUM. Indian Turnip;Jack in the Pulpit. No 
country boy who has ever eaten of the red hot root of this 
turnip,will ever forget it.In the wild garden,its lush green 
foliage,and odd spotted or striped spathe give it an exotic 
appearance that belie its entire hardiness.We should use this 
plant as Callas are used in warmer climates.Moist soil,in 
part shade,suits it best but we grow it in full sun.

CAMASSIAS. The Camass or Quamash of the Indians,to whom the 
bulbs were an article of food.The form found most commonly 
thru the United States is called C.esculenta for that reason. 
The western form of this sort is now known as C.Quamash, to 
distinguish it for its stronger habit and larger flowers, 
from the more common type.In addition,California sends us the 
much taller C.leichtlinii,in pale blue,and a form in white 

or cream.These when well grown,will stand four feet high.

CLAYTONIA VIRGINICA. Spring Beauty. At the other end of the 
scale,for size,this tiny plant is a common feature of rocky 
slopes in open woodland,in earliest spring.Its corm is but 
half an inch across,and the trailing stems only six inches 
long,but < hundred will carpet dead leaves with pink,and ten 
will do a surprisingly good job.Try them in quantity,not just 
one or two. 3 for 25¢310 for 75¢;100 for $5.00. 


DICENTRA CANADENSIS. Squirrel Corn. The name comes from the 
resemblance of the orange colored corm,to a grain of corn.The 
flower is creamy white,with a little yellow,and is much like 
that of a single Bleedingheart blossom.Several of these flowers 
dangle from an arching stem,over filmy light green foliage. 
D.CUCULLARIA. Dutchman's Breeches. In this,the root is a little 
scaly bulb,and the flower has two "legs®,hence the common name. 
Both these plants grow among stones on banks,end at the foot 

of ledges,but will thrive in open soil,if some other plant 
protects them in summer.No two plants seem more welcome in 

the spring woods,or are more loved by children.

ERYTHRONIUMS. Dog's-tooth Violets. Our native sort,is usuallly 
called Adder’s-tongue.A beautiful yellow flower,its great 
fault is its habit of producing thousands of offsets,of which 
but a few will flower.However,the Californian sorts do not 
have this fault,and practically all bulbs of eny size,will 
bloom the first year.A number of years ego,we offered several 
sorts of these,and there are beds in our fields,where they 
were planted,in which they still grow each spring,tho they 
seldom flower,és the beds are used for other plaents.This has 
finally influenced us to offer them again. 

E.CALIFORNICUM. In this,the colors are yellow,thru cream to 
white.Fine mixture only,10 for 65¢;100 for $5.00;1000--$40.00 
E.REVOLUIUM. In this group of forms,are all the pinks,whites, 
and lavenders.10 for $1.00; 100 for $9.00.

GROWING NATIVE PLANTS, 


In our best known native plants,are a 
number that would seem to be admirably 
fitted for the job of replecing the Tulips 
which it now seems that we will have in 
very limited numbers.Of course,no one 
has any idea that they will supplant then, 
or even come close to giving similar effects. 
But if we could be content with a different 
effect,we might be surprised at the value 
of a number of things for just the sort 
of planting for which we have been most 
dependent on the Tulips. 


The plants we have in mind,and which 
are offered on these pages,are mostly those 
which begin growth very early,as soon as 
the snow is off,flower before any of the 
garden things do,and then,for the most 
part,disappear.They may be interplented 
with later flowering perennials,or they 
may be planted over with annuals,or they 
can be lifted and stored elsewhere, just 
as we have been doing with Tulips.It is 
not true,of course,that they will lend 
themselves to this use as easily as if we 
had been growing them for years under 
cultivation,and understood their culture 
to the nth degree.But it should be possible 
to teke the knowledge we have,and achieve 
very good results. 


Take the Mertensia.Planted in September, 
it starts to grow yery early,and the foliage 
is a lush blue green,far prettier than 
that of the Tulip.At the height of their 
growth, they completely fill a bed,with 
this foliage,and with the arching stems, 
two feet high,topped with the pink and 
blue bells,probably the finest blue in 
any plant family.By July first,the plant 
has entirely disappeared,and it can be 
lifted as soon as the flowers fade,and 
heeled in,to ripen,elsewhere.Or,if left 
until late June,it can then be stored as 
dry as any Tulip should be.In a box,and 
placed in a cool cellar,they are happy 
until into September.While the root is 
larger than a bulb,and somewhat closer 
to the surface,when growing,if spaced 
six inches apart,they will fill the bed, 
and at eight or ten inches,other plants 
can be set with them.Try them this way, 
edging with white Trillium as suggested, 
or with a white Viola or Pansy,or a yellow 
one either,for that matter. 


Then the Trillium.This bulb should be 
planted quite deeply,as in nature it is 
often four inches down.It may safely be 
planted over,and it ripens very early, 
with the early Tulips,at least.{[f they 
must be dug,they should be stored in 
damp soil,or slightly moist peatmoss,and 
they will thus keep all summer,for plant- 
ing in September.We would think this bulb 
best used in bedding quite closely,without 
interplanting,for best effect,and then it 
could be dug and ripened elsewhere.An 
edging of such a plant as Anchusa myosotid- 
eflora would be good. (Con.next page)

GROWING NATIVE PLANTS,-con. 


This Anchusa,with flowers like Forget-me- 
nots,blossoms early,and then,after the 
flowers are gone,the foliage is particularly 
good,as an edging for the bed that is next 
planted. 


The Camassiss are entirely too little 
used.“e have preached that for years.Of 
themselves,they will give a fine effect, 
but they are tall,and they must be massed. 
Try planting them thickly with Doronicum 
caucasicum,which flowers with them. They 
are best left in the soil,but may be dug 
and ripened elsewhere,if need be,or ary 
stored.And they are planted quite deep. 
At their best on moist soil,they are very 
satisfactory here on any good loam. 


The Erythroniums,we believe,would do 
as well for us as the “rocus.They are not 
much more expensive,and very much more 
beautiful.In many locations they will be 
found entirely permanent,and at their 
worst,they will flower once,and that goes 
for the Crocus too.As to their culture,- 
we wonder if perhaps we have tried too hard 
to 'naturalize!them,here in the East.The 
beds we have that show up- each spring,are 
in full sun,in sandy loam,slightly moist. 
Beyond a doubt,if we stopped Rototilling 
this bed for a year,and kept other plants 
out of it,they would flower. 


A use for the Jack-in-the-Pulpit is 
suggested,that has nothing to do with 
Tulips.We have seen this plant along the 
shaded waterway from a woodland spring, 
where it truly did equal the Calla for 
luxuriousness of foliage.The flower isn't 
so bad either,and the red berries are 
very bright.Cleytonia can be massed in 
woodland,where we have used other small 
bulbous things.The Dicentras could be 
bedded for their foliage alone,and planted 
in with such an annual as Calendula or 
Bachelors Buttons,simply by scattering seed. 


The other native plants whose roots 
are not bulbous,do not fit into the use 
suggested for the preceding.But it may be 
that if you will plant some of them,as 
a rather permanent bed,you will be sur- 
prised at the beauty you'll obtain,and 
doubly surprised,if like so many,you have 
depended on the Holland bulbs for all 
your spring effects. 


It is our hope that some of our sugges- 
tions will be tried,or improved upon,and 
that we'll learn of the results in time. 
We are but students too,trying these 
plants of our own land wherever and when- 
ever we see a chance,hoping that we may 
in time develop new forms,both of easy 
culture,if the plant be difficult to grow, 
or of increased beauty,if it lacks in 
color or size.It can be done,we know, and 
much of it will be done in gardens,not 
in nurseries,if you and others,will but 
keep both eyes open,as you try everything 
at least once! 


NATIVE BULBOUS PLANTS FOR NEXT SPRING'S FLOWERS. 


SANGUINARIA CANADENSIS. Bloodroot. Like the Trillium,were 
this a native of some foreign land,we would spend much time 
and money to obtain it.Yet it will grow readily in almost any 
soil,not too wet.It rather likes to lie under a stone,for the 
summer coolness,but if other plents shade its bed,that is all 
that is required.There is a double form,slowly becoming known, 
with flowers like water lilies(See page 8).But the wild form 
is very fine,its inch or more broad white flower,and its fine 
clean foliage make it a ‘possible! plant for bedding. 


TRILLIUM ERECTUM. Wake Robin. The common purple Trillium is 
one of the earliest of our woodland blossoms.It flowers before 
any other Trillium,and for that reason it cannot be combined, 
for contrast,tho it may be planted with the others,to prolong 
the season of that bed. Deep red purple flower,held erect. 
TRILLIUM GRANDIFLORUM. See page 1. 

TRILLIUM LUTEUM. Yellow Trillium.This is a color variation of 
the southern T.sessile,growing 1' high,with an erect flower. 
For a time,it was extremely rare,but it now may be had in 
moderate numbers.Recommended for shade. 15¢ each;10 for $1.25. 
TRILLIUM STYLOSUM. Rose Trillium. This southern form is white 
stained with rose.It is perfectly hardy here,and grows well. 
TRILLIUM UNDULATUM. Painted Trillium. A native of deep cool 
woods,white with a bright red eye,this is quite the most 
charming of our natives.It is better,in shade.

DODECATHFON MEADIA. Shooting Star. An oddly effective plant, 
which sends up,from a cluster of short basal leaves,s tall 

stem topped with an umbel of flowers,which look as if poised 
in flight,for the petals are entirely turned back.White or 
sometimes pink,they are fine in shade,and we grow them in 

full sun.They make no growth,after transplanting.REGULAR PRICES. 


HELONIAS BULLATA. Stud Pink. The foliege of this native of the 
Jersey Pinelands,is grassy,light green,from a compact crown. 
In early spring,e stout stem arises,to two feet at least,and 
is topped by a stubby dense raceme of rose flowers.It is not 
common,and quite good looking.Our bed,set two years ago,has 
flowered nicely this spring,and seeded heavily. 50¢ each. 


HEPATICA TRILOBA. Hepatica. Plant Hepaticas in late summer. 
They are then dorment,or nearly so,yet they over-winter well 

and flower the first spring.Plant them thickly,in part shade.

It is a distinctly worthwhile sort,of good free growth.

*CERISE BEAUTY. This is a brilliant cerise pink,a different 


color,and is not duplicated by any sort we have.Large and 
strong growing,it always does well.

CHEERIO. A new. sort,last year.Shell pink,with a pure red 
blotch, that shows clear thru. $1.00 each. 


DELICATA. 01d rose pink,or when fully open almost é lavender.

E.A.BOWLES. A very delicate and charming shade of soft,shell 
pink,with well crinkled petals.Choice and easily grown. 


ENFIELD BEAUTY. Another newcomer,now in flower.The official 
description is,-Red rose doree,maroon base. 50¢ each;10-#2,00 


FAIRY. A replica of E.A.Bowles,save that it flowers earlier, 
and is slightly smaller and lower. 


FLANDERS FIELDS.Almost es deep in color as Lulu Neeley, but 
with a sheen that mekes it grow.Much liked here. 


GLOWING EMBERS. There is nothing like this Poppy in its color. 
& deep brick red,with a touch of orange,not bright.The flowers 
are large,heavily crinkled,of fine texture,and do not fade. 


*GOLD OF OPHIR.The orange yellow poppy.Must stand in one spot 
until its second flowering,to show its true coloring. 


*HENRI CAYFUX. Old rose,shading into burgundy.Needs partial 
shade,and may well be cut and opened in the house. 50¢ each. 


*#JEANNE MAWSON. Lovely peach-pink.A vigorous and large flow- 
ered sort,of easy culture.Distinctly different. 


*JOYCE. A trifle brighter than Jeanne,and extra good.Sturdy 
erect stems,the flowers cerise and old rose 


*JULIA BUCK.Large full flowers of deep coral-pink on strong 
rigid stems.35¢ each. 


LIGHINESS. Much like Watteau,only two feet tall,the flowers 
small,and very freely produced.Charming light pink. 


LORD LAMBOURNE. This is a glowing bright red,with the petals 
deeply inciged.Our stock is true,but not all blooms show the 
fringed edges. $1.00 each.(We repeat,this is true stock). 


*LULU A.NFELEY.Until this opens,one compares other dark reds 
with it.After it opens-and it is a late sort-,one realizes 
there is no comparison.It is one of the very best Poppies. 


MAGNIFICUS.Deep old rose,needs partial shade. $1.00 each. 


*MAHONY. Deep mahogany red.Not at all like the old-rose or 
smoky colored sorts.It is a beautiful and satisfactory sort, 
that has been scarce.Our plants have all flowered,are true 
to color,and are healthy. 50¢ each;5 for $2.25. 


POPPIES. 


A'weel noo,I suppose I'm goin! to tell 
ye aboot Poppies. 


¥'see,a group o' folk have govten the- 
gither,and decided on just what Poppies 
are good,and which é6re not.They can do a 
much better job of it,than we can with 
Harry Lauder's dialect,too.And,if we do 
happen to disagree once in a while, that 
is our privilege,you'll agree,and does 
not in any way detract from the value of 
the effort. 


The National Poppy Society has been 
formed to help disseminate knowledge of, 
and to increase the interest in,Papaver 
orientele,and its varieties.The corres- 
ponding secretary is Mr.4.E.Curtis,5930 
Argus Road,Cincinnati,Ohio. If you wish 
further information,better write him.As 
soon as we get time,we intend to join.Our 
invitation came in the rush of the spring 
season,and is still in our basket.. 


Now as to Poppies.You'll recall that 
last year,on June 1l,we had a severe storm 
that cut down every bloom in our fields. 
It was impossible therefore to get an 
idea of the value of new sorts,nor to get 
an idea of what the second year of growth 
would show on plants in our permanent 
planting.Until this year,of most of our 
sorts,we had never seen but the first 
year's bloom,usually a single stem.Now 
we are enjoying them,with several sorts 
not yet flowering.And we have a few opinions 
of our own,some not agreeing at all with 
what the Committee have reached. 


But about the Standard List.We have 
pleced an asterisk(#) before each sort we 
grow that is in this list.Please,if you 
haven't heard of this list,don't take 
adventage of our kindness in this way,by 
buying only sorts that are starred.At 
least two sorts of which we have good 
stocks of excellent plants,at moderate 
prices are not in this list,but must be 
if it is to be satisfactory to us.And there 
are one or two on it,that we are going to 
discard.Perry's White for instance.It 
simply will not stay white here.Again 
last year we lifted plants in bloom,so 
that we know they were white,and set a 
good sized bed,several hundred plants. 
Not 10% are white,the rest are Mrs. 
Perry,without question.But Thora Perry, 
now there is a white! 


Of course the Committee isn't hide- 
bound, they want to know what we others 
think.No plant performs the same in all 
sections,and no two people can agree 
on the one loveliest flower.But in time, 
as Poppies get better known,perhaps we can 
have a Gallup Poll,or something,and come 
to a decision based on knowledge from 
people from all parts of the country.It 
will be a fine thing,and a great help to 
many of us,confused by myriad varieties. 
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POPPIES. 


Of the new Poppies,which we feel are 
sure to become members of the Standard 
List,Glowing Embers heads the list.We 
have written of this sort before,and 
have grown it now for two years in quan- 
tity.Lest year we didn't see many flowers 
but its sturdy erect habit showed,after 
the hail was over.This year,the bed of 
one year old plants is a sight.From the 
time the bud unfolds,until it fades,it 
commands attention.Neither orange,nor 
crimson,it is red of an unusual shade, 
and the flower has substance and size. 
Our plants have done well,and you can 
now own it at a reasonable price. 


Tangee,a glowing orange,is another 
striking sort.The color is distinct, tho 
it isn't far from that of the old Papaver 
orientale.The plant has good habit,is 
erect and strong,and the flower doesn't 
fade. 


Thora Perry,which we are seeing in 
bloom in quantity,for the first time 
this year,appeals to us as the best 
white.Perhaps it is because all the bed 
is white,after these years of trying to 
keep Perry's White,true to color.But 
the color of Thora Perry glistens,and the 
bloom size,substance,and a charm of form. 


Rose Beauty is another sort,not in the 
List,which we like.It is not a good plant 
maker in the nursery,which may keep it off 
but it is permanent and healthy,once it 
is grown.The color we think unusual,it is 
as close to true rose,as we have seen. 


Two sorts that are on the List,have 
given us a lot of pleasure this year. 
The first is Mahony.Now this isn't a new 
variety at all,we first saw it in 1916, 
but it has been hard to get true plants 
of it,in any quantity.Our stock that has 
flowered has been absolutely true to color 
and we have a nice lot of them.The other 
is the little Watteau.This doesn't get 
tall,nor is the flower large.The color is 
soft pink,quite charming,and there is an 
air of daintiness about the whole plant. 


Several highly praised new sorts, that 
we are seeing for the first time,have not 
impressed us,but we shall leave them in 
plece,to see if two year old plants are 
better.Gold of Ophir,two years old,is a 
much softer yellow.From North Dakota came 
a yellow sort that we like,and think to 
be more golden than the other.And from 
a friend came a small flowered dark sort 
deeper even than Lulu A.Neeley,that we 
think you will hear a lot about.It is 
called Claude Fox,and it is splendid. 
Last of all,from Mr.T.A.Weston,of Viola 
Jersey Gem,has come a double sort, that 
is distinct from May Queen or Olympia,in 
color,which is much nearer yellow,end in 
habit,which is distinctly less rampant.It 
looks a bit as if it had had pollen from 
some other species,used in its production. 


ORIENTAL POPPIES. 


MAY QUEEN. Double,early flowering, bright orange tinged scarlet 
A satisfying sort,showy and permenent. 


#MRS.PERRY.Lovely salmon pink,an old standard sort that will 
always grow and flower.One of the best in every way. 


NEGRILLON. Bordeaux and lavender,an odd combination that needs 
shade to develop perfectly. 50¢ each. 


*PERRY'S WHITE. We have a small number of plants that we know 
to be true.While they last,-35¢ each. 


PRINCESS ENA.Like Mrs.Perry in color,but tulip shaped. 


PROSERPINE. Chinese red,with a very dark center.‘ late,tall 
variety,that is vigorous and free flowering. 


ROSE BEAUTY. This sort is as nearly rose,as any we have seen. 
Permanent,but we have had difficulty getting a quantity.$1.00 


SILVER BLICK. Salmon pink,with delicate base markings.We like 
it better than Mrs.Perry,and think it is better. 


SPOTLESS. Pure soft pink,with no base markings.Grows readily 
and flowers profusely. 


TANGEE. This bright pure orange colored sort is tall and sturdy 
and the showiest sort we have.A few years back,it was $4.00.

GOSSIP. 


There is no season of the year in which 
it is harder to prepare a bit of copy for 
a catalog or sales literature,than June. 
As a final proof of it,this afternoon,all 
other things failing,we wandered out into 
the fields,in the hope of inspiration. And 
instead of getting any real help in the 
line of selling Peonies,to which this page 
and the next are dedicated,we decided to 
tell you about our Pyrethrum. 


Perhaps first then,we should say just 
a little about the Peonies.Last fall,we 
reset them all,on new fertile soil,that 
has never been planted to them before. They 
are in splendid growth,the rows straight 
and clean,the foliage thrifty.The plants 
we shall send out this fall will all be 
from this field,and we are sure you will be 
pleased with them. 


Not far from the Peonies,are two beds 
of Pyrethrum.Every person who has visited 
us this year,while they were in flower,has 
commented on the unusual display,and the 
healthiness and general high grade of all 
the plants in all the lots. The various 


named sorts,in lots of several hundred each 


or less,gave a much different effect than 
would have an equal number of mixed seed- 
lings.The plants were all at the height 
of thein flower at one time(the plants of 
each named kind,that is);they were all of 
exactly the same color,height,and size. 
Not far away were some mixed seedlings,of 
a high grade seed strain,and the contrast 
was pitiful.No one,seeing these others, 
would have considered the seedlings. 


About the most popular this season,was 
Victoria,a bright red single,which is one 
of the two which survived in the original 
importation from England,way back in 1927. 
While Victoria has been generally consid- 
ered as superseded by James Kelway,and 
Guerdsman,both of which were in that lot 
we bought from Selway,under Permit,it has 
lived and thrived,where they both passed 
away, tho we kept Guardsman for some years. 
We have a good number of Victoria,and we 
are very glad of it. 


Next to Victoria,both literally,and 
from the point of popularity,is Victory. 
It is a double white,not large,but very 
fine,only moderately double,but a clear 
color,and good growth.Many people were 
pleased with it, after first admiring the 
red,and commented on its garden value as 
contrast at this time.To a select few,we 
then showed a new sort,kept so far in the 
Trial Beds,which is so far petter than 
Victory,as to leave no chance for compar- 
ison.It is larger,stronger in growth,and 
taller in habit.The flower is very double, 
and lasts wonderfully when cut.It will be 
called M1s.C.&.Beckwith,and is a native 
Vermonter,hailing from Manchester. 


To us,Eileen May Robinson is the prize. 
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GOSSIP,-con. 


It is a charming color,a splendid sort in 
growth,and fine for cutting.Massed it is 
fine,but the great proof of its value came 
in our own small garden,a year ago,when a 
plant then two years old,carried over 100 
flowers,and was nearly four feet high. 


Of the American raised seedlings, the 
best is undoubtedly,Buckeye.It is quite 
double,a good bright color,and the center 
is quilled with white,making it striking. 
It has good habit and growth.It is well 
to admit of this,that recently,when we 
were visiting a garden where many Pyrethrum 
were opening,in the search for new things, 
we saw a fine sort,partly expanded,and 
after considering it,we decided that it 
would do to purchase,-crossed the bed to 
see what it was marked,and found it to be 
Buckeye,which we.had sold the gardener, 

a year or so agol 


A close second in American seedlings,is 
Mrs.D.C.Bliss.We raised this variety,some 
years ago,and let it go to afriend who saw 
it with better eyes than ours.Later,when 
it appeared in her exhibit at a Flower Show 
we hastily purchased plants of it.Just the 
other night a neighbor stopped in,to see 
the Pyrethrum,saying'I have one I think, 
is pretty special,want to see if you have 
anything like it'. Meeting her later she- 
said,'Yes,its Mrs.Bliss'.The flower isnt 
large,but the plant produces a lot,and the 
color is burnt salmon,or something, you can 
probably guess what we mean. 


Then there is Brilliant,not so bright 
as Victoria,but a fine deep color,all but 
Single. Trojan,quite similar.Miami Queen 
is a bit more double than Trojan.These 
three are deep toned sorts,and when massed 
are much more effective,than alone.Last 
of all,is Florence Shadley.Our stock of 
this is identical with the illustrations 
we have seen,and with the few blooms that 
we observed on the first plant we got, but 
that died,while this is a good vigorous 
grower,and we are convinced that this is 
not the original,but an identical seedling. 
It is pale pink,very double,and entirely 
charming.Excellent for cutting,but not 
bright enough for comparison,it should be 
massed alone,for full enjoyment of its 
beauty.We have a deeper colored sort, that 
is identical in form of flower,that is 
named for a charming young friend,but as 
there are but five plante yet,we'd best 
not name her.And last of all,is a giant 
singe,red streaked over white on the out- 
side of the petals,and showing thru when 
the flower is open,which we shall call 
Candystick.We like it. 


We think that we now know how to grow 
these Pyrethrum in quantity,easily.A new 
method is working well,so far.If it works 
again,this year,you will find these all 
offered in the September Gossip,or next 
spring at the latest,at prices to put 
them in every garden.

ODDMENTS. 


There are two types of gardeners,in a 
broad sense.One grows the newest and the 
most rare,and is satisfied to attain one 
flower at the most,or in some cases to 
succeed in keeping some plant alive.The 
other type must have broad plantings, 
witn flowers in great masses,and is not 
particular that the plant be rare,so long 
as it flowers satisfactorily.Both may find 
their needs in this Gossip.Here at Garden- 
side we try to grow the rare and trouble- 
some things in quantity,in the open field, 
to learn if possible why they are difficult. 
And we try to grow the common and easy 
things in quantity,so that they may be sold 
cheaply,and be in turn used in the numbers 
required to give definite effect.Eithner aim 
has its troubles. 


If we have disappointed you on some rare 
item,it is because we could not forsee the 
trouble that developed,and,-having lost 
the plants,could not obtain them else- 
where.If some cheaply offered plant were 
lost,it is often impossible to obtain 
more at reasonable prices,in which case 
we have considered it fair to refund the 
money,rather than to take a loss.Unless 
we are definitely instructed to do so,we 
do not substitute. 


Necently,we visited a garden where in 
one section were to be found all the best 
things,difficult to attain,in lots of one 
and two.In another part of the same large 
garden were huge masses of plants.We like 
the rare things,one or two in a place;we 
like the common things in quantity,as they 
were used in this case.May we suggest that. 
you do not reverse‘*the balance.
